PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 
Gene Tunney is champion of the 
world. A great champion, worthy 
to be Hsted with the champions 
of the past. 
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Jack Dempsey staggered to his 
corner at the end of the tenth 
round of terrific fighting and 
slumped into his chair. Pouring 
rain beat down from the black skies 
overhead, washed the blood from 
the champion’s battered face, so 
that it streamed down .- over his 
body and stained the wet canvas 
underneath. Dempsey _ straight- 
ened up and waited, tense, every 
quivering muscle taut as he leaned 
forward and Hstened for the terri- 
ble words he had heard before, but 
always over the other man. For 
Dempsey was beaten beyond any 
possible question that could HNnger 
even in his own mind, and he was 
waiting now—waiting to keep the 
promise he had often made. 

In the beating rainstorm, bits of 
SOEkY paper were passed up into 
the ring. Th» marines who had 
bunched around Tunney in the 
middle of the ring fell back a pace. 
Silence, Then, tn the blackness 
overhead, boomed a great voice. A 
foghorn voice that went roaring to 
the furthest corners of the stadi- 
um—of the world. Never a more 
dramatic announcement came from 
those 12 throats of brass in. the 
huge instrument above the ring. 

“A new champion of the world.” 

It rolled like thunder. Dempsey 
lurched from his_ seat, * straight- 
ened up, went straight to Tunney 
and threw both arms around his 
neck. He patted Tunney on the 
back. He turned blindly and reeled 
to his corner again. He had been 
a sportsman in defeat. He always 
said he would. 


Crowd With Tunney. 


Tunney, the grimness of the 
fight still on his drawn face, walked 
swiftly to his corner, swiftly from 
the ring. The rain came down 
violently, in great drops, as if the 
sky was weeping over another 
beaten champion. But there was 
no weeping in the crowd. It was 
for Tunney first andiall the time. 

Gene Tunney won the cham- 
Pionship of the world in as furious 
a battle as was ever seen, and he 
won it from the first round to the 
last, although he. could not knock 
Dempsey out or even put him to 
his knees. At the finish of the 
fight, Tunney had a cut over one 
eye and a split lip. But Dempsey 
was the worst beaten man seen in 
a heavyweight ring since Carl 
Morris was butchered by Jim 
Flynn. Dempsey’s right eye was 
closed and then ripped by Tun- 
ney’s furious blows until it seemed 
to have been knocked out of his 
head. His left eye was cut and 
blood streamed from his mouth. 

It was the old story—youth and 
the stamina and speed of yovth 
matched against the waning pow- 
ers of champion who had _. been 
great. But it was not entirely a 
one-sided fight. Dempsey was not 
all gone by any means. He was 
dangerous; ‘and he fought with a 
desperate courage and determina- 
tion that cared nothing for mutila- 
tion or injury. He Jost the cham- 
pPilonship, but he lost like a cham- 
pion. 

Tunney is champion. Young, 
with no ragged past to worry him. 
Tunney of the Marines, destined.

PLANNING MENUS FOR 
The COMING WEEK 


A Balanced Meal Includes 
Meat, Vegetables, Fruit 
and Milk. 


HE.plan has been as usual to 
T lay stress on the possibilities of 

using individual initiative, even 
more than absolutely cut and dried 
recipes. This principle is touched 
upon in the directions for making 
vegetable hash and several other 
dishes, 


Griddle cakes are included in 
this week's plan and one good vari- 
ation of this popular dish is to 
serve them with berries, éspecially 
blueberries. The blueberries or 
huckleberries may be stirred into a 
batter either for pancakes or for 
muffins. This is a New England 
custom and one that results in very 
attractive fruit combinations. 


The problem of using left-over) 


meat is dealt with in various ways. 
For example, we hav® a veal salad. 
Veal used in this way may success- 
fully masquerade as chicken, espe- 
cially if there is a bit of leftover 
cold chicken to help in producing 
the desired flavor. Another left- 
over meat is minced mutton served 
with vegetables. It is important to 
serve these leftover meat dishes ac- 
companied by vegetables if there 
are children to be considered. As 
we have often sald, the children 
should not have twice-cooked meat. 
Another way to use leftover mutton 
is to cut it in cubes and stew gen- 
tly, then combine with a tomato 
paste such as may be obtained in 
the Italian delicacy shop. 


Beginning with these early fall 
weeks, the housekeeper should re- 
member that it is the grape season. 
Old-fashioned purple-blue Concords 
are the standby. They make the 
most fragrant juice and although 
other varieties are attractive, the 
Concords are in most sections of 
the country most easily available. A 
dish of grapes on a side table will 
be a good investment in health. 
When children come home from 
school let them have a bunch of 
grapes by way of a before-dinner 
lunch, and plan to make as free use 
as possible of this very healthful 
fruit.

Add most 6f milk, stirring in’ 
center of bow! slowly until batter | 
is perfectly smooth, add egg yolks, 
which should be beaten well until 
light. Pour balance of milk into 
the bowl in which yolks were beat- 
en to save the egg clinging to bowl 
and add this to batter also. 


Pour in melted butter slowly, 
stirring the entire mixture “for a 
finish.”” Lastly add the whites of 
eggs which have been beaten stiff. 
Do not stir them in hard, just fold 
them in gently. 


This recipe will make 22 rectan- 
gular-shaped waffles that will melt 
in your mouth. Quantity may be if- 
creased or lessened by changing 
recipe proportionately. 


Connect electric plug to fron 
about five or six minutes before 
starting to bake, so it'’wiil be hot 
enough to turn out the waffles 
quickly.

Jelly Should Be Bright, of 
Good Color and Clear. 


Grapes have never been more 
plentiful and lucious than they are 
this year. Housewives should en- 


deavor to take advantage of theses 
conditions and put up grape jelly, 
grape juice, grape marmalade and 
other grape conserves for winter 
use. 

Grape juice and grape jelly are 
particularly useful in sickness. This 
week and next week will see the 
season’s supply of grapes about 
exhausted, so it behooves clever 
housewives to put up grapes im- 
mediately. 

Here are some tested recfpes for 
grape jelly, grape juice and other 
grape conserves. - 

Grape Jelly. 


Grapes ould be picked over, 
washed and stems removed before 
putting into preserving kettle, 


Wash and heat to boiling point, 
boil 30 minutes. Strain through a 
course strainer, then allow juice 
to drip through jelly-bag. Meas- 
ure juice, bring to bofling point 
and boil five minutes, add sugar, 
allowing three-fourths cup sugar 
for each cup of juice. Bring again 
to boiling point, boil three min- 
utes, skim and test by dropping a 
little on cold saucer. If jelly-like 
clot forms, turn jelly into eterilized 
glasses. When coo! cover with 
paraffin. 
Grape Oonserve. 

For grape conserve take two 
quarts grapes, two oranges, one 
pound of seeded raisins, one pound 
of Enelish walnuts, two and one- 
half pounds sugar. 

Wash grapes, remove atems and 
separate pulp and skins. Place 
half the skine tn a small amount 
of water and cook for five min- 
utes. Throw away the rest of the 
skins as the conserve !s too strong 
if all are used. Cook pulp slowly 
until it is soft. Put through col- 
ander or coarse seive. Add pulp 
and rind of oranges, sugar, raisins 
and grape skins. Boil the mixture 
for five m'‘nutes. Add 
nuts; turn into sterilized jars and 
seal,

Wash thoroughly ripe grapes, re- 
move from stems Put into kettle, 
mash and heat slowly. Cook until 
soft. Strain through felly-bag 
without squeezing. Measure juice, 
add one cup of sugar for each 
quart of ju'ce. Bring to boiling 
point and boil five minutes. Turn 
into sterilized bottles or jars and 
seal while hot. 
Grape Marmalade. 

Use pulp which remains in jelly- 
bag after making jelly. Put ‘nto 
kettle, add enough water to cover, 
heat to boiling point. Put through 
a coarse sieve. To each cup of 
pulp add three-fourths cup sugar 
and one tablespoon lemon juice 
and cook slowly 30 minutes. Turn 
into sterilized glasees or jars. 


Green Tomato Pickle. 
Take four green peppers, 
quarts green tomatoes, one 
salt, one quart onions, 12 whole 
cloves, three tablespoons cinna- 
mon, one teaspoon allspice, three 
cups brown sugar, two red pep- 
pers, one ounce of mustard seed 
and one ounce of celery seed. 
Enough vinegar to cover mixture. 
Slice tomatoes and onions thin. 
Sprinkle with one cup salt and let 
stand over night. Drain and rinse 
off salt. Remove seeds from pep- 
pers and chop peppers fine. Put 
tomatoes, onions and peppers in 
kettle an just cover with vinegar. 
Add cloves, cinnamon and allspice, 
tied in a bag, and cook until vege- 
tables are soft. Remove bag, add 
sugar, mustard seed and celery 
seed and cook 10 minutes longer. 
Turn into hot sterilized jars and 
seal at once.
